Prohibitionists Well Organized and 
Confident of Success. 


From information gathered at the 
headquarters of the Alberta Referen- 
dum Campaign Committee in d- 
monton, the campaign conducted by 
the prohibitionists is well under way. 
Under the committee's direction the 
office and field staff have been ap- 
pointed and organization of district 
and local committees has been rigor- 
ously promoted. H. H. Hull, General 
Secretary of the Social League, ‘is 
Provincial Organizer and Business 
Manager of the campaign, and Rev. 
Edward S, Bishop, until recently 
Child Welfare Secretary of the League 
and now a Field Secretary of the De- 
partment of Evangelism of the Meth- 
odfst Church, has been loaned by the 
church to the campaign, and is serv- 
ing as office secretary and editor of 


the Searchlight, which is the official | 


organ of the campaign. Rev. A. C. 
Bryan, Presbyterian minister of Tab- 
er, was appointed secretary of -the 
provincial committee, and is giving 
his full time to the campaign in the 
Office in Edmonton. 

For the more thorough organization 


of the various localities of the prov- | 


ince, a strong force of District Organ- 
izers has been appointed and given 
charge either of single provincial con- 
stituencies or groups of constituen- 
At present some sixteen or 
seventeen organizers are at work 
and other appointments are contem- 


‘plated in the near future. Local com- 


mittees have already been organized 

in considerably over two hundred 

and fifty centres, large and small. 
Reports received at the head office 


indicate opposition in a few sections | 


of the province, but this {s in sec- 
tions where a majority adverse to 
prohibition was recorded in the pleb- 
iscite of 1915. It is said to be very 
evident, however, that this’ opposi- 
tion {s much weaker than then, and 
there are points where it would not 
be surprising if the coming in of the 
women's vote should swing over to a 
prohibition majority. In many other 
sections prohibition sentiment is very 
stgong, some indeed being overwhelm- 
ingly so. Prohibition workers are, 
however, taking no chances, but push- 
ing their organization and propaganda 
with all possible vigor. They are out. 
not only to secure the necessary bare 
majority to stop importation of in- 
toxicating liquor into the province for 
beverage purposes but to register 
such an emphatic pronouncement on 
the part of the whole body of citizens 
that the attitude of the public to the 
matter of law enforcement will leave 
no room for doubt.

Nicholas Steps in Front of Family 
When Massacre Is Ordered. 


London, August 28.—Ail possible 
doubts that former Emperor Nicholas 
of Russia and his family were assass- 


house at Ekaterinburg on the night 
of July 16, 1913, seem to be dispelled 
by the accounts of two independent 
investigators which are published 
here. One is printed by the London 
Times and was written by its former 
Petrograd correspondent, Robert Wil- 
ton. fhe cther appears in the 
magazine, Nineteenth Century, aad 
After, and is from the pen of Capt. 
Francis McCullagh of the British 
army, who before the war was a 
widely known newspaper correspond- 
ent. sSoth spent several weeks at 
Ekaterinburg and talked with nativ- 
es and soldiers who witnessed the 
affair through the windows of the il!- 
fated house.

VICTIMS NUMBER ELEVEN 

The victims of the massacre, they 
say, numbered eleven, being the for- 
mer emperor, his wife, son and four 
daughters, Dr. Botkin and three ser- 
vants. The assassination was ar- 
ranged by Yurovski,’ the jailer in 
charge of the deposed royal family, 
and was carried out by 12 soldiers. 

Capt. MeCullagh’s story says all 
the doomed party, except Nicholas, 
were on their knees, crossing them- 
selves, as Yurovski shouted the order 
for the execution of “Nicholas 
Romanoff the bloody, and all his 
family.” The former czar then step- 
ped quickly in front of his wife and 
children, saying something which 
could not be heard, and was shot by 
Yurovski. Then the remainder of 
the party were shot down with re- 
volvers, and later the soldiers bayon- 
etted the bodies, the story says.

Winnipeg, August 24—Mrs. Cole- 
man, wife of D. C. Coleman, of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was drown- 
ed at noon today at Windermere, B.C., 
while bathing in the lake. 

Mrs. Coleman had spent the 
month with her children in a cottage 
on the western shore of Lake Winder- 
mere, which is in the picturesque 
country south of Golden, B.C. 

It appears Mrs. Coleman was in 
Lake Windermere bathing. She was 
far out and noticed to be in difficulty. 
A man went to her in a canoe and 
reached her, but a strong wind was 
blowing .and the waters heavy, so that 
the canoe upset gnd Mrs. Coleman 
sank to her death. The body was re- 
covered about two and a half hours, 
after the tragedy a few feet from the 
shore. °

Thursday continued to tell of Polish 
forces closely pursuing the retiring 
Bolshevik forces on various fronts. 
SOVIET ARMIES SAID TO BE 
WIPED OUT. 

Paris, August 26.—The destruction 
of the Bolsheviki armies now may be 
considered complete, according to ad- 
vices received here. Of the host 
which swept down on Warsaw, noth- 
ing is left but 30,000 fugitives. The 
Poles have taken 80,000 prisoners 
thus far, but what is more important 
they have captured great quantities 
of guns and materials. It is considered 
probable that the Soviets employed 
all their available resources, and in 
their present condition, Russian in- 
dustries will take a long time to re- 
place them. 


NO EQUIPMENT. 

Consequently, if the Soviets are 
able to find effectives with which to 
seek to restore the fortunes of their 
arms, lack of equipment will make 
them without military value. 

During the past three days there 
has been heavy fighting in the 
marshy valley of the Narew between 
Ostrolenka and Lomza, where the 
Reds sought to break through in the 
direction of Bialystok. The losses 
have been heavy on both sides. On 
August 23, the Poles carried all the 
passages of the river. 

FRONTIER OCCUPIED 

The Prussian frontier as far as 
Myszyniec, is now occupied by the 
Poles. All the Red troops west of 
the line Ostdolenka-Myszyniec have 
been captured. The exact number of 
cannon abandoned js not yet known. 

Detachments of cavalry and infantry 
which escaped proceeded northward 


along the line of the lakes and marsh- 
es between the fortresses of Ossowiec 
and Grodno. +’ ; 

‘Profiting .by the re-grouping of the 
Polish army, the Reds again invaded 
Galicia. General Budenny made a 
dash for Lemberg, but has been de- 
feated and is in flight. Another de- 
tachment crossed the Dneiper and oc- 
cupied  Stryie. This detachment 
sought to destroy the Boryslav oil 
wells, but was driven off by local 
workmen. : 

In the region of Chelm, a Bolsheviki 
attack was repelled by troops to the 
right of the Bug. 


“ALL THE BOLSHEVIKI 
RESERVES ARE GONE.” 

Warsaw, August 6.—The Polish war 
minister, General Solnowski, declares 
that four Bolsheviki armies have been 
completely defeated on the northern 
Polish front. Thy consisted of 250,- 
000 troops. 

The minister estimates that the 
number of Bolsheviki killed exceeds 
40,000. Already 50,000 prisoners have 
been taken, and 50,000 more, he de- 
clares, will be gathered in before the 
end of the week. ‘ 

On Monday the greater part of the 
Red troops surrounded in the ‘ Niava- 
Ciechanof sector surrendered, the 
Poles capturing enormous supplies of 
all kinds. 

When informed of the report that 
General Wrangel had 70,000 troops at 
his ,disposal, he replied: “If Wrangel 
is in a position to make an offensive 
this‘ is the time to do it, as he has 
nothing before him, all the Bolsheviki 
reserves being gone.”

OF INTEREST TO FARM- 
ERS AND CITIZENS 


Ottawa, Aug. 10, 1920. 
Mr. Jack Day, Red Deer, Alta. 

Dear Mr. Day:—You will remember, 
no doubt, when Dr. Tolmie was in Red 
Deer, you spoke to him about a 
spruce bud parasite which fs giving 
trouble in the Red Deer district, and 
at that time I took a note of it and 
promised to get some information for 
you on the subject when we retrrned 
to Ottawa. 

I have now taken the matter up 
with the Dominion Entomologist, and 
enclose herewith for your information 
a copy of a letter he has written me 
on the subject. You will note he 
gives particulars of certain mixtures 
which they have been recommending 
for controlling the pest referred to. 
I think posibly this information which 
Mr. Gibson gives in his letter will be 
of value to you, but if there is any- 
thing else you would like to know in 
this connection, and will advise me, 
I shall bé glad indeed to do what I 
can to secure it for you with the least 
possible delay. 

You also refuested information re- 
garding goitre in lambs and calves, 
and I enclose a memorandum on this 
subject which has been furnished to 
me by our Assistant Live Stock Com- 
missioner.

_ GOITRE 

It is quite evident that the exact 
cause of this disease is not yet deter- 
mined beyond doubt, but A. S. Alex- 
ander, in an article in the American 

Y 2 . 


Sheep Breeder, stated as follows: 
“Our experience and observation 
lead us to conclude that goitre is a 
disease of the ultra-domesticated 
sheep, most liable to attack in-bred, 
line-bred or even pure-bred animals, 
and particularly those which are im- 
properly managed. In sheep long- 
bred and fed on the “hot-house” 
plan, tendency to goitre inevitably be- 
comes hereditary and we have seen 
many instances in which the lambs 
of:a “goitered’” ram suffered from 
goitre at birth, the same being true 
of the progeny of similarly affected 
ewes, while the disease also may sud- 
denly affect a crop of lambs from ap- 
parently ‘“‘goitreless’” rams and ewes. 
“The errors in management which 
seem to induce goitre in new-born 
lambs may be set down as the follow- 
ing: Lack of exercise in the open air 
as the most common cause; overfeed- 
ing of such pampered sheep; hot, bad- 
ly ventilated, dirty stables, or any 
close stable too much used by preg- 
the feeding of a narrow ration not con- 
nant ewes in the winter season; 
worms; incomplete nutrition, such as 
taining all of the requirements of 
the body; constipation; “poisoning” of 
the system by toxins produced as. the 
result of indigestion, constipation, un- 
healthy conditions of the liver, kid- 
neys and skin and from certain vari- 
eties of feed; incestuous or consan- , 
guinous breeding and the mating of; 
goitre-affected@rams and ewes. 

“Goitre' will be rare when every 
sheepman has learned and put into 
practice the simple and fundamental 
principle that exercise, every day of 
the year, ‘is absolutely necessary for 
the sheep, and particularly for the 
pregnant ewe. In our northern stat- 
es the winter is so long and cold, and 
snow often so deep that the temp- 
tation is to keep pregnant ewes in- 
doors for weeks on end. That sort of 
mismanagement is deadly. 

“Goitre is but one of the penalties 
of unnatural life imposed upon the 
sheep by man, and he has only him- 
self and his foolishness to blame for 
his “trials, tribulations and losses.” 


TREATMENT. 


“It has been found that blood let- 
ting from the enlarged gland some- 
time proves quickly effectual, and 
in such cases it would be well to con- 
sult the local veterinarian before cut- 
ting. However, the wool should be 
clipped from the spot and the skin 
thoroughly painted with tincture of 
fodine. After the removal of the 
blood, inject into cavities, by means 
of a hypodermic syringe, one-half to 
one teaspoonful of a mixture of one 
part of compound tincture of iodine 
and 2 parts of freshly boiled water, or 
distilled water, the injection to be re- 
peated two or three times, at intervals 
of 24 hours, if seen to be necessary. 

“Preyention is all-important, and 
in addition to avoiding the causes we 
have suggested and adopting better 
methods of feeding and management, 
affected animals should be discarded, 
only the strongest ewes retained, and 
a new, Strong, prepotent, nonakin ram 
from a _ different district employed. 
Wherever possible, too, in- districts 
where the disease is prevalent, it 
would be well to winter the ewes in a 
higher, healthier, or more bracing lo- 
cality than the one in which they have 
been raised.” 

In the spring of 1918 at the Mani- 
toba Agricultural College 50 per cent. 
of the lambs were goitred. During 
the winter of 1918 the ewes were fed 
one grain of potasium iodide each, per 
day, in their drinking water, and in

the spring of 1919 no goitre was notic- 
ed. ‘The following -winter: one-half the 
quantity of potassium fodide was fed 
and this last spring no goitre was ap- 
parent, 

Undoubtedly, variety of feed and 
plenty of exercise out of doors will do 
much to keep the ewes in high-class 
condition, and, as quoted from Dr. 
Alexander, proper care has much to 
do with the difficulty in the west 
Which you quote.

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A GREAT RECORD. 


Commenting upon Premier Meigh- 
en's speech at Stirling, the Toronto 
Mail and Empire rightly remarks 
that an utterance of this kind was 
needed ‘to tone up, public opinion and 
aesure the people. It idicates that 
Mr. Meighen fs the Honest and fear- 
less leader that the nation needs at 
the present critical period in its af- 
fairs. No observer of his past course 
in public life could doubt that he 
would be such a leader. Compared 
with the Stirling speech, how patheti- 
cally feeble are the sniping 
tions of Mr. Mackenzie King. Mr. 
Meighen appeals to the record of the 
Union Government, and what a mar. 
vellous record that is! The conduct 
of Canada’s war business, the raising 
and equipping and steady reinforcing 
of the Canadian army; the demobili- 
zation of the forces; the gratuities, the 
Pensions, the allowances to depend- 
ents of the fallen, the hospital care 
of the wounded, the civil re-establish- 
ment of returned men_ generally— 
these are matters in regard to which 
the Government challenges compari- 
son with like war and reconstruction 
work in any other country. There is 
nothing apologetic about the Stirling 
speech. The Prime Minister is right- 
ly proud of the Government's strong 
course for supporting the men at the 
front. With equal patriotism the 
Meighen government will do its duty 
in the face of any domestic enemies 
of the State, any disturbers of public 
order. On that point the Prime Min- 
ister speaks in the plainest language. 
He is right in his remark that 99 per 
cent. of all the grumbling of recent 
times is base and harmless humbug. 
He stands for unity and national sol- 
idarity. for freedom of enterprise and 
for policies that have made the coun- 
try what it is. The people will agree 
with him that “the old party align- 
ments are pretty well grown’ over 
now.” He is with the upbuilders and 
will resist with all his power the 
tearers down. Free traders and 
fiscal humbugs, as he says, make up 
the Opposition. The financial policy 
of his Government is to go no farther 
into debt, and its, tariff policy is to 
keep Canadian workingmen in Cana- 
da, but no interests, however power- 
ful, will get more than these require- 
ments call. for.

THE UNIVERSITY'S PART IN THE 
WAR. 


Edmonton Journal, August 26. 

It is just a little over nine years 
since the first class was graduated at 
the University of Alberta, which was 
just getting fairly on its feet when 
the war broke out. There was an 
immediate and very large response to 
“the call of duty overseas. It is 
scarcely believable that so young an 
institution could have an honor roll 
containing 436 names. This does not 
include the large number of men in 
the high schools who were ready to 
enter the university, but who joined 
the university battalion instead. The 
enlistments included 29 members of 
the staff,'76 graduates and 331 under- 
Braduates. Sixty-eight died on ac- 
tive service. Many decorations were 
won, including a Victoria Cross. 

This war-time activity, of course, 
involved serious {interruptions In the 
pniversity’s normal work. The latter

«jin the war should be responded to 


generously. 

A committee has been formed 
this purpose. It hopes to raise the 
sum of $50,000. Of this from $15,000 
to $20,000 is to be devoted to a 
physical memorial, while the balance 
is to provide scholarships to be 
awarded to the children of those who 
gave service overseas. 

But before these permanent plans 
are carried out, it is proposed to de- 
vote part of the money to an imme- 
diate and pressing need. There are 
many students whose course of 
studies were interrupted by the war 
and who need assistance if they are 
to graduate. For this purpose $10,000 
will be required before the end of 
the present year. At the end of the 
last academic year 131 under-gradu- 
ates had returned to Canada, and of 
these about 45 per cent. had resumed 

‘their studies. . 
‘ All the graduates still being quite 
young, no one would look for any 
large contribution to the memorial 
fund from them. In this respect the 
university is different from those in- 
stitutions which have a_ history of 
seores or of hundreds of years he- 
hind them. If there is to be an ade- 
quate memorial it must be subscrib- 
ed largely hy those who have no di- 
rect connection with the university, 
but who, as_ public-spirited Alber- 
tans, appreciate what it and its rep- 
resentatives have done. 

The graduate association has un- 
dertaken to raise $5,000, of which 
$2,000 has already been subscribed. 
This is an excellent beginning. It en- 
courages the canvassing committee 
which is headed by Mr. James Ram- 
sey, M.L.A., to proceed with tho ap- 
peal to the body of citizens. Nothing 
in the nature of a whirlwind campaign 
is to be attempted. It is felt that the 
object is such that it only needs to 
be put before the people of Alberta 
clearly in order to secure the measure 
of support that is desired. Cheques 
are to be made payable to the Uni- 
versity of Alberta War Memorial 
Fund and may be forwarded to the 
bursar of the university.

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DROP IN PRICES OF COAL 
COMING IN U.S. SHORTLY 


Wavrhington, August 26.—A forecast 
|of a tumble in coal prices was made 
by United States department of jus- 
tice officials yesterday, cd-incident 
with the announcement of “renewed 
activities” in the campaign against 
coal profiteers. With production on 
the increase, the prediction was made 
that the coal market would follow 
sugar ‘prices in a break in the near 
future. 

Prices already have dropped at 
Baltimore, where the federal agents 
have started to gather evidence 
against an alleged combination of 
dealers who were declared to have 
boosted prices. A similar attack on 
profiteers has been ordered at Hamp- 
ton Roads. Complaints have come 
from there frequently and from Bal- 
timore it was said.

THE NEWS WEEKLY SERNOK 


By Rev..G. D. Armstrong 


Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down hls life for his 
friends.—Jno. 15:12. 


These words sound like the com- 
ment of ths evangelist upon the 
commandment of Jesus to his discipl- 
es, love ye one another as I have loved 
you, rather than the words of Jesus 
Himself. However it may be that as 
Jesus strengthened His faith in the 
principle of sacr#fice as he recognized 
it as a law of nature, “Except a cprn 
of wheat fall into the ground and die, 
it abideth alone.” So here He may 
have been expressing the ideal of His 


life, a love that sacrifices life for 
friendship sake. Strong as _ this 
statement is, it hardly equals the 


uttefance of Paul, “God commendeth 
Hjs love toward us, in that while we 
were yet sinners Christ died for the 
ungodly.” We cannot conceive of 
any higher love than this, that one 
should die for his enemies, and to 
this the love of Jesus attained. Let 
us not forget that the love of Jesus 
was manifested within our humanity 
and that His death unfolds to us a 
revelatign of humanity as truly as it 
does a revelation of the Divine. There 
is a gospel and a challenge for us in 
the words of our text. 


A friends of mine made a statement 
the other day which startled me. We 
were discussing the hunger strike of 
Mayor McSweerfey and considering 
ifs probable motive. Was it stub- 
born folly, deliberate suicide or 
martyrdom? And my friend remark- 
ed, “Only One has éver made a suc- 
cess of martyrdom.” There is no 


doubt that Jesus deliberately” chose |, 


for Himself the way of the Cross, 
and that the death of Jesus Himself 
has been to some foolighness, to 
others an inexplicable enigma, but to 
those with insight into His motives 
it is the symbol of the power, of God, 
the ideal of life. We will fail to ap- 
Preciate all that the Cross of Jesus 
means, if we regard it as a unique 
experience in a personality essentially 
different from our own. Rather it is 
the Divine event which symbolizes 
forever the love of God; interprets all 
history and solves all earthly prob- 
lems. “The acknowledgement of God 
in Christ solves for us all, earthly 
problems.” The principle of sacrifice 
and suffering, of life through death, 
tuns through all the revolutionary 
processes of history and is enshrine 
in all\the Hfe of makind. ‘ 

What has been the significance of 
these years of struggle through which 
we have passed? Why were men wil- 
ling to endure the anguish of these 
days of tribulation? What have we 
learned? . 


“What did you see out there, my lad, 

That has set that look in your eyes? 

You went out a boy, you have come 
back a man, 

With strange new depths underneath 
your tan; 


What was it you saw out there, my |* 


lad, 
That set such depths in your eyes? 


“Strange things—and sad—and won- 
derful— ‘ 
Things that I scarce can tell— 
I have been in the sweep of the réap- 
er‘s scythe— 
With God—and Christ—and hell: 


I have seen Christ doing Christly 
deeds; 
I haye seen the devil at play; 
I have grimped tothe sodinthe hand 
of God. 
I have seen the god-less pray. 


I have seen death blast out suddenly 

From a clear blue summer sky: 

I have slain like Cain with a blazing 
brain; 

I have heard the wounded cry. 


I have seen the devil in petticoats 
Wiling the souls of men; 


I have seen great sinners do great 
deeds 
And turn to their sins again.” af 


These words of Oxenham,, so vivid- 
ly descriptive of the war, have been 
descriptive of forces and facts which, 
arg more or less true of the general 
life of mankind. These evils are still 
with us, and the necessity for contend- 
ing ideals to overcome them is as 
great as ever they were. 


We do not mourn for those who 
have given their lives in the war. 
Rather we respond to the inspiring 
message of Rupert Brooke or of John 
McRae: 


“Blow out ye bugles over the rich 
dead. 

There’s none of these so lonely and 
poor or old, 

But dying, has made us rarer gifts 
than gold. 

These laid the world away. Poured 
out the red sweet wine of youth; 

Gave up the years of work and joy. 

* * * Blow, bugles, blow! They 
bought us for our dearth 

Holiness lacked so long, and love and 


pain. ; 

Honor has come back as a king to 
earth 

And paid his subjects with a royal 
wage. 


Nobleness walks in our ways again, 
and we have come into our heri- 
tage.” ‘ 


It is worth the price of sacrifice to 
have such a vision of life as these 
men have seen, to carry the torches 
which they held high. Out of the 
travail of their soul they have seen, 
and are satisfied. But the end is not 
yet, and the ideals for which they 
struggled and died are not yet trium- 
phant. The purpose of the Christ is 
not yet fulfilled. The weapons of war- 
fare have been somewhat changed, 
but the struggle still goes on. 


Most of us have learned the useless- 
ness of a sacrifice that spends itself 
in death. But we have not yet learn- 
ed how to give ourselves in a sacrifice 
that expresses itself in living help- 
fulness. We have yet to realize a 
Christian community in which men 
and women of independent thought 
and real genuine personal experience 
shall give themselves in a concerted 
effort for the common good. We stand 
aloof from each other, each impelled 
to go his own way in a spirit of per- 
independence that is hardly

London, August 27.—The Evening 
Standard’s - Dublin correspondent 
says: 

“Divisions of opinion between the 
Trish executive and the cabinet have 
reached an acute’ stage, cluminating 
in Sir Hamar Greenwood’s visit to 
Premier Lloyd George at Lucerne. 
The viceroy’s position, as well as 
that of the responsible members of 
the executive, is in the balance, and 
it is said here that the next few days 
will bring definite announcement of 
a more liberal ameliorative policy in 
Treland, or resignations that must 
wholly alter the personnel of the 
Irish administration. | 

“The fact is that MacS veeney and 
other hunger strikers have bee. more 
or less the cause of precipitating the 
present crisis, but the situation has 
been ripening for months. 

“Viscount French and his counse!l- 
lors frankly oppose the policy of 
drastic repression, and, while fully 
prepared to egforce law and order, 
they hold that conciliatory measures 
should immediately be given a more 
particular form than hitherto. While 
Sir Hamar Greenwood sympathizes 
with this view, and is prepared to 
support it, he feels that his share in 
the Irish administratfon must neces- 
sarily take its direction from the cabi- 
net.”

BLAME PRODUCER FOR 
HIGH COST OF LIVING 


Toronto, August 26.—President 
Blaine, at the opening of the Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Convention at the King 
Edward hotel today, said that since 
the war confusion had been worse con- 
founded * than ever. Everywhere 
there was a wail of distress, “even in 
our land, where plenty abounds.” 

“We are pursuing a course of ex- 
travagance and shiftlessness. The 
shock of war seems to have disturbed 
the moral and industrial fibre of the 
world,” said Mr. Blaine. The high 
cost of living has been largely attri- 
buted to the distributor, the so-called 
“middleman,” while as a matter of 
fact the responsibility rests chiefly 
with the producer, said Mr. Blaine. 
“In my experience the distributor 
actually made a lower percentage of 
profit on his turnover during the war 
than he did previously.” 

More than 125 wholesale’ grocers 
from all parts of Canada were pres- 
ent when the address of welcome was 
given by the lieutenant-governor.

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IS THIS THE END? 


Masses of men went marching into 
the fields of Flanders facing disease, 
disaster and death. What were their 
hopes? It was but a simple psycho- 
logy of theirs. They saw their coun- 
tries menaced by a mighty war mach- 
ine, of a most brutal type of militar- 
ism with its swaggering bullyism in- 
vading with fire and sword the great- 
er liberties and politics of civilized 
mankind. 

As that’ struggle dragged on, new 
ranks of youth were mown down in 
the same fields where rotted’ the 
bodies of their brothers, and they 
wondered whether the Germans were 
the only brutal exponents of this bar- 
barism and saw a lot of slavish 
obedience to its commands in_ the 
philosophy of military force at the 
back of all European nations, and 
were persuaded that the whole struc- 
ture of modern civilization +was 
upheld by armed forces bound togeth- 
er in secret compacts without even 
the knowledge and consent of the men 
who were compelled to serve as 
“cannon fodder.” 

So, as they looked away from the 
Germans, they watched the states- 
men, diplomats, newspaper men, com- 
nrércial men, jingoists, breeders of 
hate, exploiters of the world markets, 
financiers of wealth, leaders of labor, 
and beheld much of the same bullying 
and badgering going on there. They 
saw that here behind the lines, and 
behind their backs, there was going 
on villainy, stupidity, poisonous philo- 
sophy, betrayal and falsity. So they 
were ready to condemn all this, even 
as they foughtin Flanders, when they 
saw such beastliness. They knew 
these men were a little less to blame 
than the. Germans for the Germans 
were more efficient in the use of that 
evil power that held the, people’s 
mind in bondage and their activity in 
slavery. So our soldiers said, “We 
will go forward in spite of this to the 
end, yes, to the bitter end, believing 
that after the end there will be a 
beginning.” This was their hope, the 
hope that buoyed them up in those 
treacherous days. They hoped for 
the new democracy that would sweep 
away this false egotism, this vaunted 
pride of militarism, the old hatreds, 
the spell words and fictitious phrases, 
and would establish a new relation- 
ship of brotherhood in all civilization 
based upon a mutual interest of ser- 
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BEPEEL 


vice and welfare instead of upon fear 
and force. 


They knew that they must male an 
end of that old regime ere they could 
have -a beginning of the new. But, is 
this the end of the old? The passion- 
ate hope among the returned masses 
of men, after the armistice and during 
peace negotiations, centred around 
the establishing of such a peace that 
would liberate them from the old 
crushing burdens of militarism and 
the old fears which made them obey 
that tyranny. They looked forward 
to the march away of the nations from 
the jungle hatred and massacre to the 
sunlight of comradeship and common 
sense. We are compelled to acknow- 
ledge that the Peace Conference with 
its much abused Treaty’ has not sec- 
ured that boon yet for mankind. In- 
stead, we see the nations falling into 
the old fatal diplomacy, struggling to 
share the spoils of victory and looking 
for the advantages of military victory 
rather than seeking the future.safety 
of the world, thus practising the very 
thing our boys fought to destroy. Is 
this to be the end? s ails 


Our statesmen were to realize the 
divine mission entrusted to them with 
regard to this and many other mat- 
ters of human relationship, but in the 
moment of crisis they sank back into 
the morass of fear, suspicion, greed, 
intolerance and rivalry. Good grac- 
ious, can’t we remember that our 
boys were forgetting that there was 
England or United States or Canada 
or France and stood their ground or 
fell, thinking of a World Empire? 
Did not the boys discover the same 
qualities in the human nature of all 
the nations that fought side by side? 
Then why do civilized people con- 
tinue to fling mud at each other like 
a dirty lot of gutter snipes? 


Then again in e@ur newspapers, 
there are the taunts of one answered 
by the jibes of another, bitter speech- 
es of statesmen all printed with the 
stinging satire from others, crying 
after each other like a simple lot of 
schoolboys, uttering provocative epi- 
thets to score off each other, or for 
the sake of paltry political debates. 
Can't these childish campaigns of 
hate be stopped? Have we forgotten 
how the war started? All this sort of 
talk and scribble is a menace to our 
national life, a prevention to our 
world pact of peace, making disagree- 
ment among masses of the people. 

After all that struggle—is this to 
be the end?
